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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 50 and 56-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Brazell et al. (US Pub. 2003/01 10914), hereinafter Brazell, in view of Zoor 
(5,249,879). 

Regarding claim 50, Brazell teaches a miter saw comprising a base 128, a bevel 
housing support 146, a saw assembly, a front bevel lock mechanism 122 having a 
grippable portion and a rotatable shaft 130 extending from the bevel housing support to 
the grippable portion. See Fig. 7. 

Brazell fails to teach the grippable portion having a cam surface. Zoor teaches a 
lock handle having a grippable portion 1 1 and a cam surface 10 for quickly moving the 
lock handle into an unlocking position and a locking position. See Fig. 2a. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the bevel lock mechanism of 
Brazell a grippable portion and a cam surface for quickly moving the lock handle into a 
unlocking position and a locking position. 

Regarding claim 56, a bushing 132 is best seen in Fig. 7 in Brazell. 

Regarding claim 57, the locking mechanism of Zoor is capable of extending 
beyond the base of the miter saw. 

Regarding claim 58, see Fig. 7 in Brazell. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 55 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to 35 USC 1 12, 1 st paragraph, have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 50, 55-58 has been withdrawn.
